All Mares to Be Accomvanied By Veterinarv Certificates. Season to Close June 1, 1930. 
No Maiden Mares to Visit Before April Ist. 
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MR. WIDENER’S PLANS. 

E spent very pleasantly with Joseph E. 

Widener at Elmendorf a few hours of an 
afternoon of last week, discussing principally 
the related subjects of Thoroughbred juvenile 
racing, over-production and elimination. As 
readers 0% THE BLOOD-HORSE are aware, we had, in 
the issue for the week ending March 15, page 370, 
regretted that it is to be the policy of the Miami 
Jockey Club to next winter increase the employ- 
ment of 2-year-olds; had hoped that Mr. Widener 
and his associates would reconsider this item in 
their policy; that they would give no races at 
all for 2-year-olds, and had declared our belief 
that “it would be better if no 2-year-old was 
raced anywhere before August 1.” 

Mr. Widener also is of the opinion that benefits 
to the breed would be greater if the juveniles 
could be fully conserved, but he says he has ar- 
rived at the conclusion, after much reasoning and 
discussion with his associates and other friends, 
that this is not immediately possible, though it 
may be ultimately attained. 

“We in America have accumulated too many 
horses,” said Mr. Widener, “and the present 
necessity, in addition to curtailment of breeding 
activities is elimination of the overplus. This, 
however, because of the economic equation, can- 
not be done overnight, as it were, but must be 
done gradually. 

“Therefore, we of the Miami Jockey Club have 
decided to afford no occupation for the cheaper 
horses three years old and over by advancing the 
minimum claiming price to $2,500, for such as 
race at distances one mile and under, and to 
$2,000, for such as race at distances over one 
mile, and to have races for 2-year-olds on a 
straight course at distances no greater than 
three furlongs. 

“The reasoning as regards this racing for the 
youngsters is, first, nobody is going to take or 
send to a winter race track any top-notch colt or 
filly; second, should one such unexpectedly de- 
velop at Miami the wise owner will immediately 
put it into reserve for the future; third, the 
juveniles which are sent to Miami with its won- 
derful climate and raced at these very short 
distances over a course having no turn will in 


reality be doing little if any more in the way of 
exercise than those kept at home, or at the race 
courses in the colder sections of the country, to 
daily get their exercise under sheds; fourth, the 
owner of such as are unworthy will find them 
out at less cost than if they remained unoccupied 
until later in the year, and will pass them out 
of the picture entirely in so far as the important 
racing centers are concerned, and finally the 
market for yearlings will not be disturbed, as it 
would be if it should be drastically and auto- 
cratically announced that no racing for 2-year- 
olds would prevail at Miami or any of the winter 
tracks. 

“It was Mr. Cassatt’s idea, adopted by The 
Jockey Club, that no 2-year-old should be raced 
prior to April 1, but the weight of objection, from 
breeders for the market principally, was suf- 
ficient to cause that rule to be rescinded. The 
number of sportsmen breeding for replenishment 
of their own racing strings has since increased 
largely and it could be that the weight of their 
collective opinion would be equal to or greater 
than the opinion of the market breeders, but 
would it be fair to the latter to exercise that in- 
fluence against them by arbitrarily closing the 
market for their less desirable yearlings? I 
think it would be unjust, and so, in conjunction 
with the policy announced for Miami next sea- 
son, there is something else with which I am 
concerned that has its relation to and its bearing 
on the ultimate attainment of juvenile conser- 
vation. 

“In France there are races for 3-year-olds which 
never started as 2-year-olds, and among them is 
one quite important stakes event. We have in- 
troduced such an event at Belmont Park. It is 
called the Debut Stakes, and, I am happy to say, 
it has this year received an appreciable increase 
in entries over last year. I am hopeful that in 
time the value of this race can be made such 
as to cause owners of especially the larger and 
growing 2-year-olds to save them from racing 
entirely until they become 3-year-olds. 

“We have not met with appreciable encourage- 
ment in our efforts at Belmont Park to attract 
good support for our races for 4-year-olds ex- 
clusively. I am not unmindful that this may be 
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attributable to the greater opportunity for earn- 
ings at two years old, but I also recognize that 
the changes must come gradually.” 

Thus it will be seen that Mr. Widener and 
THE BLoop-HORSE are trying to arrive at the same 
destination, but via different routes. We both 
are wanting to do something constructive for the 
breed of horse and the sport of racing. We both 
are wanting to have always no more than an 
adequate number of Thoroughbreds for all pur- 
poses, and to have them so good that they will be 
second to none in any land. 

So, in deference to this fine sportsman’s belief 
in the soundness of the policy he has outlined, 
THE BLoop-HoRSE will put no obstacle in his way, 
hopeful that he may have all good breaks in the 


endeavor, and promising assistance wherever 
possible. 
FEEDING. 


NE morning last week there was a consider- 

able company of horsemen assembled in the 
office at “Jack” Baker’s training quarters at the 
Kentucky Association track, when the discussion 
turned to yearlings. The veteran J. Howard 
Lewis, perhaps the best informed trainer of 
steeplechasers in several generations in America, 
was present, he having come to Kentucky as the 
guest of Joseph E. Widener, for whom he trained 
so long. 

“I have been around quite a bit on this trip, 
and I have seen a large number of yearlings, 
but, I am sorry to say, I have not seen many 
possessing the good bone and sinew that I pre- 
fer. Breeders of today have their yearlings too 
fat, but they are not altogether to blame for 
this. Those who are breeding for the market 
are compelled .to it because they cannot get the 
high dollar from the buyers unless they bring 
them into the sales ring showing great quanti- 
ties of beef and looking as sleek as Percheron 
studs at the county fairs or the International 
Horse Show. Some of those who are not breed- 
ing for the market keep their youngsters fat, 
too, because they dislike to have visitors to their 
places think they have horses inferior to those 
of the market breeders. 


“Now, all the time that fat is being put on 
is lost to the yearling in two ways. He loses the 
exercise and he loses the benefit of the sub- 
stances to be gotten from the grass he would 
consume in lieu of the grain and other fattening 
feed that is given him. In consequence, he goes 
to the sales ring soft in flesh and usually soft of 
bone. It is natural that horses shall be out in 
the pastures at all hours, except when the weath- 
er is severe. In other days—in the days when 
Mr. Belmont was getting winners from his 
Nursery Stud; when Major Daingerfield was 
sending to James R. Keene’s stables all those

great horses from Castleton—the grain the year- 
lings got was usually put in troughs tacked on 
the fence or on trees in the big fields in which 
they were permitted to run out and graze for 
hours after hours. When they came to the track 
to be broken these yearlings were thin, but their 
flesh was firm, their legs and feet were like 
pressed steel and they were hardy and healthy 
and ready for the trainer’s hands and the work 
they were required to do. 

“If such horses were brought into the sales 
ring now, I doubt if the best of them would draw 
a bid above the meager pile that some keen- 
eyed gyp horseman could muster for one. Horse- 
men can see the virture in such yearlings, and 
they can see the opposite in the beefy ones, but 
they can not show it to the people who pay for 
the yearlings, and there’s the rub. 

“I am frank to say that if I were breeding 
for the market, I would do as the others are now 
doing. I would feed all they would stand, and 
I would try as diligently as do the market 
breeders to keep any of the numerous defects 
from showing too plainly or at all. I daresay 
that every trainer in this room would do like- 
wise. Now, wouldn’t you?” 


Each answered in the affirmative; each con- 
firmed what Mr. Lewis had said, and each readi- 
ly declared his preference for handling yearlings 
that have come in without being fed up to beefy 
proportions. 

We came away with the thought that it is high 
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time the trainers began training owners into the 
way of knowinz a horse when they see one. How 
happy it would make the breeders if all owners 
were horsemen, and how happy, perhaps, it 
would make the stall-fed youngsters if they 
could be out in the pastures all the time. 


CONSERVATION. 

N the lobby of the Phoenix Hotel one morning 

last week we stopped to chat with W. V. 
Thraves, of Virginia, Kentucky and Texas, who 
informed us that he had just begun to break 
some Thoroughbreds two, three and four years 
old, which had been turned out on his farm near 
Lexington, and none of which he had registered. 
“My father,” he said, “frequently told me that 
better horses for any and all purposes can be 
had if they are not broken and all weight is kept 
off them until they are two years or more of 
age. 

“T had not intended to put into practice my 
father’s advice when I bred these horses, but 
business matters claimed my attention. away 
from them and I just let them remain unhandled 
except that they were made gentle by being 
brought into the stable at feeding time. 

“Well, sir, I was never more astonished in my 
life than when a few days ago we began handling 
and breaking those horses. They are as hard as 
iron. Such bone and sinew I have never before 
seen. They are mature and have no ailments.” 

Mr. Thraves said that it is his present inten- 
tion to use them for hunting purposes, but it 
may be that if any of them show unusual speed 
he will have those registered and put to racing. 

The point of it is that this bears out THE 
BLoop-Horse’s belief that horses will last longer 
and greater dividends will be gained by breeders 
and owners who will conserve their young horses, 
as William B. Miller, head of the Greenwich Stud, 
is doing. He has not kept the weight off them, 
since they have been broken and exercised over 
the grass at Greenwich Stud Farm, but he has 
a string of 2-year-olds and some _ 3-year-olds, 
which have never been on a race track. 


HORSES AWAY. 
WRITER from South Africa to Horse and 
Hound (London) wonders “if the perform- 
ances of well known horses which are sent 
abroad arouse any interest afterward with those 
who were connected with their breeding, train- 
ing or ownership,” and then he comments: “It 
would appear that on this point the London 
press seems fairly well satisfied that, once a 
horse goes abroad, his further career is of no 
interest, despite the fact that so many have been 
repatriated for stud purposes, such as Collar,” 
and he could have added Tracery, The Panther, 
and now Stefan the Great. 
The British Bloodstock Review annually car- 


ries information of “British-bred winners in all 
parts of the world,” but otherwise the English 
people aj-pear to consider them out of the picture 
entirely when they are sold out of the country. 

The recent book, “Thoroughbred Mares Rec- 
ord, 1850-1928,’ does not attempt to follow up 
on the mares or their produce after departure 
from England. Major H. E. Keylock’s “Thorough- 
bred Pedigree Charts” are concerned with little 
else than English horses in England and Ireland. 
Frederick Becker's ‘The Successful Female Lines 
in the Breeding of the Thoroughbred Horse,” 
which is not an English publication, takes into 
account horses of importance in all countries, 
principally England and Continental Europe, but 
it is not sufficiently complete to be considered 
a dependable world work. 

It will be many, many years before there will 
be a complete and dependable book of this kind, 
since the demand for it at the price necessary 
to be charged is not sufficient to justify the out- 
lay in time and money that would be required. 


THE COVER PICTURE. 


HE picture on our front page this issue is of 
the pretty, yet lonely little village of Tels- 
combe, nestling in a hollow of the Sussex Downs, 
some nine miles from Brighton, in England. The 
village is owned by Ambrose Gorham, and it was 
there that his Shannon Lass was trained for her 
triumph in the Grand National of 1902. The 


horses to be observed in the road are 11 of the 
14 American Thoroughbreds which were sent 
over last December by C. J. Ryan, of New York, 
in charge of Johnny Loftus, former jockey, to 
take part in the racing on the flat in England 
this year. They have been trained in complete 
seclusion for this purely sporting venture, the 
progress of which will, undoubtedly, be noted 
with interest by Americans. 


BY-PRODUCT 


és7T\HE mansgement of the race tracks now 

operating under State law may be ex- 
pected to oppose the totalizator,” says Hy. 
Schneider, in The Morning Telegraph (New 
York). “That’s natural. Some day, public 
opinion will force all tracks into line. As pro- 
gressive as they may be in other respects, no 
track management has yet devised a way to save 
the hundreds of thousands of dollars that are 
yearly wasted in unused tickets for the present 
models of mutuel machines. The totalizator in 
England will pay for itself in time, because this 
ticket waste is eliminated. The totalizator prints 
the tickets as they are used—and as swiftly as 
they can be sold. All of which causes us to re- 
gard with some serious thought the suggestion 
that New York State may at no distant time in- 
voke the mutuels of the totalizator style of bet- 
ting on horse races. The latter preferred, of 
course. Totalizator betting is for the masses. 
If the masses demand it, they will have it. The 
spectacular plunger has no place in the picture 
with the totalizator. The ‘tote’ is for the rank 
and file of racegoers who go a-racing for pleas- 
ure.” 
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LEADING MONEY-WINNING MARES 


OURTH in THE BLOop-HoRSE series of leading 

money-winning mares in America is Sallie 
McClelland. Those previously published were 
Pearl Jennings and Miss Woodford (page 443) 
and Firenze (page 470)—and here kindly note 
that the late Daniel Swigert, who then owned 
Elmendorf, was the breeder of Firenze, and it 
was he who sold her, and likewise Salvator, to 
the late James B. Haggin. Incidentally, Mr. 
Swigert was the maternal grandfather of Messrs. 
Lucas B. and Brownell Combs, two of the leading 
young breeders of Thoroughbreds of the present 
day in Kentucky. 

Sallie McClelland was bred by Messrs. E. F. 
Clay and Catesby Woodford, comprising the firm 
of Clay & Woodford, masters of the Runnymede 
and Raceland Studs, near Paris, in Bourbon 
County, Kentucky. They sold her to the late 
Byron McClelland, under whose colors she ran 
all of her 29 races, and for whom she earned the 
sum of $57,055, quite munificent for those days— 
1890, 1891 and 1892. She won 8 races, of which 
7 as a 2-year-old and the other as a 3-year-old. 
Her first success was in the Debutante Stakes 
(her second start) at Jerome Park. At the same 
track she won the Great Eclipse Stakes. Next 
she won the Surf Stakes at Sheepshead Bay. 
Then the Atlantic Stakes at Monmouth Park. 
She scored in the Spinaway Stakes at Saratoga, 
took the Autumn Stakes at Sheepshead Bay and 
the Great Eastern Handicap, for 2-year-olds, 
carrying top weight, 124 pounds, at the same 
track. Her only other winning race was in the 
Alabama Stakes for 3-year-old fillies, one mile 
and an eighth, at Saratoga. Her only competitor 
for this event was “Lucky” Baldwin’s Santa 
Anna. Sallie McClelland defeated her easily by 
three lengths. 

She entered the stud in 1893, and after her 
owner-trainer’s death, Mrs. McClelland, for whom 
she was named, kept her well and profitably until 
the mare’s death in 1907. Her pedigree:

THE IMPERIAL CUP 

HE race for the Imperial Cup of two miles over 

hurdles at Sandown Park, England, March 
22, was one of the most thrilling in the history 
of that race. For nearly half a mile Victor 
Emanuel’s colts, Rubicon II and War Mist, were 
racing nose and nose with the heavily backed 
Porthaon, which was second favorite for the race. 
The actual favorite was the French-bred O, 
owned by Mrs. George Redmond. Unfortunately, 
he struck the second hurdle and fell. As the 
three horses in a line passed the post, no one 
but the judge could be certain which had tri- 
umphed. Anyhow, Mr. Emanuel made sure of 
it by running the first and second! 

There was a beautiful gold cup as a trophy, 
which was in the charge of two stalwart Welsh 
guardsmen, standing about 6 feet 3. After the 
race, George Duller told them to keep a watch- 
ful eye on the gold cup on behalf of Mr. Emanuel. 
The last-named was very ill when he left for 
London, but had been slowly recovering from his 
sickness. However, he had a setback, with the 
result that his doctor would not give him per- 
mission to be at Sandown Park. Had he been 
there, there is no doubt that he might have 
missed a few heart-beats in witnessing such a 
thrilling finish tor the first big race in which his 
colors have triumphed. 

George Duller has most forunate associations 
with the Imperial Cup. He has ridden the winner 
in that race on nine occasions. On his first time 
to train the winner, he ran one, two. 

It was really an international event, since the 
winner, Rubicon II, is a son of Bachelor’s Double. 
His dam, Revelin, in 1925, was sent from Ger- 
many to Ireland. She returned to her own 
country, where Rubicon was foaled on Janu- 
ary 25, 1926. In 1927, as the property of the 
Harzburg Stud, he was sold at Saratoga early in 
the sales for $5,000. He won races in the United 
States at two and three years old, but it was 
thought he would never show to the best ad- 
vantage on American tracks, with the result that, 
in September last year, he returned to England. 

Prior to winning the Imperial Cup, Rubicon 
had shown good form over hurdles and was 
brilliantly ridden by Pat Donoghue. 

His dam, Revelin, is a daughter of Wool 
Winder, who won the St. Leger at Doncaster. 
His next dam, Roma, is by Match Box, which 
finished second in the St. Leger. 

Mr. Emanuel’s War Mist, which was beaten a 
short head, was bred in France by A. K. 
Macomber, who raced him there, and finally sold 
him to Mr. Emanuel. He is a son of War Cloud, 
which died at Arthur Hancock’s Claiborne Stud 
a few years ago, after breaking a leg in the 
paddock. 

Brumilli is by Maintenon, a great big horse 
which won the French Derby. The second dam 
of War Mist is by Prestige, which was not only 
an unbeaten racehorse, but is better known as 
the sire of Sardanapale. E. E. C. 
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ODDS AND ENDS

OHN S. WARD, trainer of the Everglade 

Stable, finally has Dedicate fitted out satis- 
factorily with an exercise boy. All kinds of 
rumors concerning this good colt have gained 
circulation. Some say he is mean; that he is 
very nervous and fretful, especially in the pad- 
dock; that his knee is going to prevent him from 
completing his training; that his High Time dam 
will have adverse influence on his getting the 
distance with 126 in the saddle—but I notice the 
odds against his chances of annexing the win- 
ner’s portion of the Kentucky Derby remain at 
the opening price of 10 to 1. 

Now, about his temper. He isn’t so unruly or 
savage as one would gather from the rumors. 
His disposition isn’t akin to that of a house-cat, 
neither is he a man-killer. Far from it. I've 
seen horses win this Derby that were truly 
vicious, so do not disregard him on that score. 

I saw him work six furlongs in fine style the 
other day, and watched him cool out. His knee 
didn’t bother him in the least. Whether it will 
or will not stop him when Mr. Ward starts to 
train him in earnest remains to be seen. Mr. 
Ward is not attempting to rush the horse in his 
training, and he is not being especially pointed 
for the Derby. If this impediment crops up again 
he will not be abused in an effort to make him 
stand ‘till Derby day. Some of these rumors 
convey the impression that Dedicate’s knee 
trouble can be laid to the poor construction of 
his limbs. Tommyrot. It appeared that he has 
the best of bone. I am informed, and I think 
reliably so, that the cause was purely accidental 
and in a manner that would have lamed any 
horse; temporarily, at least. 

That High Time blood is remote enough that 
it only serves to add a dash of speed to the stout 
blood of Dodge. Dedicate’s dam, On Time, was 
a very fast mare. At one time there was talk 
of a match between her and one of the fleetest 
fillies in the country. Nothing ever came of it. 
‘Tis said the match failed to materialize because 
the owner of the latter filly reneged when he 
learned just how fast this On Time could run. 
Dedicate being her first foal is one more point 
against the theorists who maintain that first 
foals are of scant worth. 

I have a lively recollection of Dodge. He was 
a fine race horse. Some accounted him the best 
83-year-old of his year. He had a fair amount of 
speed and was a good stayer. He could carry 
weight, run in any going, and was thoroughly 
game. Dodge was very popular with the race- 
going public of his day—a certain indication he 
had plenty of ability. 

I was talking the other day to an old Turfman, 
who has been with the Thoroughtbreds since the 
days of Ten Broeck (ancestor of Dedicate). He 
said: “Dedicate has that long-striding, stealthy 
way of going that marks the great ones.” Dedi- 
cate isn’t a big horse, and he is powerfully 
muscled. He stands slightly over 15 hands and 
weighs, I should judge, about 1,050 pounds. Oh, 
he looks the part. 

Mind, I’m not predicting that Dedicate is 
going to win the Derby, but he is going to prove 
a good, possibly a great, 3-year-old. My recent 
talk with Mr. Ward gave me the impression he 
considers the colt a fine prospect. That’s good 
enough for me. 

This genial trainer also has one of the most 


promising 2-year-olds in Kentucky under his 
wing. This is a chestnut colt by Wise Coun- 
sellor, out of *English Esther, that will be known 
to racing as Silver Lake. He is half-brother to 
Pindar Peel, the good sprinter Pete Coyne raced 
over Kentucky tracks a few seasons back, and to 
the fast mare Cho Cho, which was trained by 
John O. Whitlow. Silver Lake is the property of 
F. M. Burton and was named for his birth place, 
Mr. Howard Black’s Silver Lake Stock Farm, 
located just a few miles from Frankfort. It is 
here that Wise Counsellor holds court. I saw 
some very fine colts by this direct descendant of 
Hanover there recently. One was a foal, a few 
days old, out of Kitty Yansen, sister to Bellsmith. 
This foal is a very attractive little fellow. Mr. 
Smith, his owner, says that if he can just run 
as fast as his mother he will be satisfied. 

ILVER BEAUTY has all the “earmarks” of a 

good racemare. Horsemen coming from Flor- 
ida aver that she is just that. Good luck, Mr. 
Keene. I hope this one will vindicate your 
judgment. 

A jockey, who has just returned from Miami 
and has seen Vander Pool perform, relates that 
he is as !arge as most 4-year-olds and has a 
terrific turn of speed. He further stated that, 
in his opinion, Vander Pool will not be beaten 
this season. Rather a broad statement, that; 
but well, we'll see. He has gone on to Maryland 
to contest for the early spring stakes there and 
has won at Bowie. May run into a Waterloo if 
he is called upon to measure strides with Siskin; 
which will very likely occur, as I understand the 
latter colt has also been shipped to Maryland, and 
for the express purpose of winning those same 
stakes. Maryland fans are anxiously awaiting 
the meeting of the flyers. It is well inside the 
bounds of possibilities that something will come 
along to give both a sound beating. 


ICTORIAN is taking his exercise daily over 

the Downs oval. His appearance on the 
course is witnessed each morning by a large gal- 
lery of admiring Turfites who gather at the 
Downs from Louisville and surrounding towns 
to catch a glimpse of the one Easterner that was 
able to wrest the richest of Western Turf plums 
from the best that could be mustered against 
him. 

Victorian stands 15 hands and weighs in the 
neighborhood of 1,000 pounds. He is as hard as 
nails. The famous son of Whisk Broom II, out 
of Prudery, is a “dead ringer” for his grandsire, 
Broomstick. The latter was about the same 
height as Ben Brush, but a far finer made ani- 
mal. The Sweeps are more typical of the great 
“Ben.” 

The grapevine says that Victorian’s next essay 
will be in the Dixie Handicap, after which he is 
to throw down the guage for the International 
Special :t Arlington. Having completed that 
program he is to be retired and enter the stud 
next spring. Let’s see how near this is carried 
out. Victorian’s condition as the season progress- 
es may cause his connections to alter or extend 
these plans. Kentucky racing fans are hoping 
to see him fill his engagements in the Clark and 
Grainger Memorial Handicaps at the Downs.

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THOROUGHBRED FERTILITY 


By “MANKATO” 
In The Sporting Chronicle (Manchester). 


HE racing correspondent of The Times (Lon- 
ans recentiy entered the arena to engage 
in his annual tilt at “the poor fertility among 
Thoroughbreds.” His sole armament consisted 
of a partial extract from the Stud Book Supple- 
ment for 1929—-an extract compiled by the sta- 
tistical editor of The Bloodstock Breeders’ Re- 
iew (London), and limited to stallions that cov- 
ered 20 or more mares in 1928. 

In this extract no information is given relating 
to mares sent abroad, mares for which no returns 
have been made, mares which died before foal- 
ing, twin births; and, further, it is impossible to 
discriminate in The Bloodstock Review’s table 
between foals which were slipped and foals 
which lived some time after birth but were re- 
turned as dead in the supplement. . 

Vital statistics are at all times subtle subjects 
to tackle, and they can be most misleading if a 
portion of the field only comes under review. 
Thus, wher. a statistician alludes to poor fertility 
it is imperative that he should know something 
of relative fertility in breeds or races. It may 
be news to the writer in The Times that ielative 
to other horse stocks in the United Kingdom the 
fertility of the Thoroughbred is, and always has 
been, the reverse of poor. Moreover, the Thor- 
oughbred mated with the Thoroughbred is more 
fertile than the Thoroughbred mated with the 
haifbred. In 1929 the foaling percentage of H. 
B. mares covered by the King’s Premium and 
Super-Premium stallions was 49.38 per cent. 

The fertility of Thoroughbred stallions cover- 
ing Thoroughbred mares works out for 1929 at 
65.93 per cent. The field here embraces every 
Thoroughbred stallion returned in the Stud Book 
Supplement for 1929. The data on which this 
percentage is based is now given, and also the 
number of mares which died before foaling, the 
number of mares for which no return was made, 
and the number of mares sent abroad before 
foaling. 

Living foals, 5,302; foals dead (a number lived 
after birth), 247; pairs of twins (some living), 
45; pairs of twins slipped, 45; single foals slipped, 
131; mares barren, 1,948; mares dead or destroyed 
before foaling, 148; mares for which no return 
was made when the Supplement was published, 
357; mares sent abroad before foaling, 236. 

In calculating the fertility, all twins are 
counted as single births, and mares dead, mares 
not returned, and mares sent abroad are excluded 
from the reckoning. 

Percentage Fertility 

The next step is to set forth the fertility per- 
centage in the Thoroughbred for a number of 
previous years. ‘The data used for the calcula- 
tions are the statistical tables in the various 
volumes of the Stud Book. 

Prior to 1925 twins were not separately ac- 
counted for, and in the foal table they were 
reckoned as two births. In these circumstances, 
to make the years comparable with 1925-1929, 


it is necessary to deduct approximately 1.50 per 
cent from the fertility figures prior to 1925. 

In the following table the gross and the net 
figures are shown:

In the earlier years cited in the table the bar- 
ren mares were not accounted for as accurately 
as in the last four decades, and relatively few 
mares in foal were sent abroaa, but, taking the 
results as they stand and ignoring the fact that 
most of thé mares now sent abroad are in foal, 
the extreme variation in fertility in 78 years is 
only 8.68 per cent. Breeders always have been 
satisfied if they had two in-foal mares to one 
barren. 

Those who are not conversant with the history 
and physiology of reproduction in the mare are 
not perhaps aware that in a state of nature 
many mares will only breed every second year. 
There are several Stud Book mares who tend to 
revert to this phase of maternal fecundity. It is 
not correct to suggest that the holding of an of- 
ficial inquiry on the percentage of mares sterile 
in any year, or series of years, would cause these 
mares to breeu more frequently. 

The best of broodmares will take a rest from 
maternal duties when nature calls. This and 
other causes keeps the fertility of the Thorough- 
bred practically constant. There are also vari- 
ous conditions, the aftermath of pregnancy, at 
work in the mare. In the stallion, in addition to 
environment and hygiene, defects in the matura- 
tion of spermatazoa play a leading part as causes 
of sterility. 

In other words, every case in either sex must 
be considered on its own basis. Assuming every 
case were examined and treated rationally, it 
would be founa that a new and further incidence 
of infertility would restore the old state of af- 
fairs round about the mean. That is, two mares 
pregnant for one barren in Thoroughbreds in 
general. The slight increase in infertility in 1927 
and 1929 will be easily understood by those who 
are able tc read between the lines of the Stud 
Book Supplement. 


The Maiden Question 


In regard to stallions covering at high fees, 
The Times writer alleges that stallions whose 
fees were 400 guineas or over in 1928 covered 
no maiden mares and very few barren mares. 
He implies that the mates of these sires were 
specially selected and all that could be desired 
in regard to previous fertility record. From this 
insecure vantage ground he endeavors to demon- 
strate that actually the high priced sires are less 
fertile than Thoroughbred stallions in general. 

My Times friend acknowledges he knows noth- 
ing of either the ancestry or the breeding rec- 
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ords of the mares with which these and other 
sires were mated. In these circumstances it 
must be obvious that he was merely guessing 
when he stated the more expensive sires covered 
no maidens and very few barren mares. 

As guessing is fatal in these matters, the fol- 
lowing particulars will, I trust, be of assistance: 

CALL BOY (first year at stud).—Covered 25 
mares. Four of these mares were barren in 1928. 
One was in foal in 1928, after being covered by 
two different sires, and another was barren in her 
first year at the stud (1927). Call Boy, like cer- 
tain other sires before him, was notoriously in- 
fertile in his first year (cover or 1928). He only 
got three foals, and another is by Call Boy or 
Haine. But it will be seen that 16 per cent of 
the mares covered by him were barren in 1928. 

COLORADO (first year at stud).—-Covered 21 
mares. ‘Three of these 21 mares were barren in 
19z8, and another had a poor breeding record. 
Three of these four mares proved in foai to Colo- 
rado in 1yzY, and his general fertility was 71.4 
per cent. 

BUCHAN.—Covered 44 mares in 1928. Bella 
Minna, Dona Juuna, Law and Order, and Polario 
were maidens. Fast Fairy and Jane Pierney 
were barren in 1928 and had never bred a foal. 
Six other mares were barren in 1928. Still an- 
other had a very poor breeding record, and ap- 
pareniity W. A. A. C. is one ot those mares who 
breeds every second year. In these circum- 
stances there are reasons for the drop in Buchan’'s 
fertility to 60.7 in 1929. 

GAILNSBOROUGH.—-Covered 44 mares in 1928. 
Golden Araby and Eurydice were maidens, and 
eleven of his other mates were barren in 1928. 
One of the eieven had had no produce to live, but 
she bred 4 living foal to Gainsvorough, whose fer- 
tility in 1929 was 86 per cent. 

GAY CRUSADER.—Covered 39 mares in 1928. 
Rinovia and Try ‘try Again were maidens, and 
13 mares were barren in 1928. One of the 13 
was Yropinjay (foaled in 1905). Other two of 
the 13 had not bred a foal, and Tetragon (barren 
1928) had bred twins (dead) and shipped twins 
in her other two stud years. Gay Crusader's 
figure for fertility in 1929 was 67.6, which is 
quite creditable when closely scrutinized. 

GRAND PARADE.—Covered 39 mares in 1928. 
Blue Print, Camargo, Double Magnet, Kate Dal- 
rymple, and My Fancy were maidens, and eight 
of the other mares were barren in 1928. Certain 
of the eight were chronics, with bad records for 
fertility. Nevertheless, Grand Parade's fertility 
in 1929 was 75 per cent. 

HURRY ON.—-Covered 41 mares in 1928. Bon 
Grace, Lady Madeleine, Lady Ruler, Trustful, and 
Valeta were maidens. Nine mares were barren 
in 1928, and cone had never previously bred a 
foal. Another mare, Double Back, appears only 
to breed every second year. Hurry On’s fertility 
in 1929 was 64.1 per cent. 

MANNA.—Covered 39 mares in 1928. Six 
mares were barren, including old Silver Fowl 
(1904) in that year. Manna also covered Spoilt 
Child, who produced twins in 1927, and slipped 
twins in 1928. Another twin breeder on his list 
was Athena, who was barren in 1929, but Spoilt 
Child had a foal. Manna’s fertility was 62.8 in 
1929. 

PHALARIS.—Covered 41 mares in 1928. By- 
thorne was a maiden. Seven mares were barren 
in 1928, and Lady Nairne had twins in 1927, and 
slipped twins in 1928. Notwithstanding this 


strain on her system she produced a foal to Pha- 


laris in 1929. The fertility percentage for Pha- 
laris for that year was 72.5. 

POMMERN.—Covered 25 mares in 1928. No 
fewer than eleven of these mares were barren in 
1928, and two other mares in foal in 1928 had 
very poor breeding records. Pommern’s fertility 
record for 1929 was 62.5. 

SW YNFORD.—Covered 25 mares in 1928, and 
he died on May 18 in the same year, that is some 
weeks before the close of the breeding season. 
Of his mates, Composure, Cnidos, and Figliastra 
were maidens, and six of the mares mated with 
Swynford were barren in 1928. Having regard 
to the circumstance that he died before the close 
of the season his fertility percentage of 65.2 is 
good. 

SOLARIO.—Covered 35 mares in 1928. Six of 
these mares were barren in that year and an- 
other had not been covered in 1927. Solario’s 
fertlity percentage for 1929 ‘was 78.7. 

TETRATEMA.—Covered 33 mares in 1928, and 
one of the number was barren that year. His 
fertility figures work out at 77.4 per cent. 

Fashionable Sires’ Percentage 

It will be seen that seven of these high-priced 
stallions had maiden mares on their hsts, and 
that some of them covered quite a high percent- 
age of barren mares. The Times writer’s premises 
in regard to the very special opportunities of the 
majority of these horses in 1928 were thus un- 
tenable. 

A matter of 94 barren mares (six of which had 
never bred a foal) and 22 maiden mares, are no 
inconsiderable items in the aggregate number of 
mares covered by the above 13 stallions. Never- 
theless, the general fertility of the above 13 stal- 
lions, including Swynford, who died before the 
season closed, and the very abnormal Call Boy, 
is 67.88 per cent. Excluding Call Boy, the figures 
are 71.2 per cent. This percentage demonstrates 
that it is wrong to affirm “that the more fashion- 
able the sire the greater the percentage of bar- 
renness.”” Those who are conversant with Stud 
Book data can point to horses covering at a very 
small fee, and which show 100 per cent mares 
barren in a given year. 

Although the writer of The Times article pos- 
sibly has not access to a large measure of infor- 
mation on vital statistics in the Thoroughbred, 
at least he had before him the extract set forth 
in The Bloodstcck Breeders’ Review. In these 
circumstances, and knowing that he was writing 
for people, the majority of whom have no oppor- 
tunity of verifying his statements and conclu- 
sions, it is rather unfortunate that he did not 
give information touching on the very high fer- 
tility of certain stallions last year. To wit, High- 
born II, Legatee, Franklin, Winalot, Tagrag, 
Bachelor’s Double, Papyrus, Yutoi, Knight of the 
Garter, Heverswood, Herod Philip, Salvo, Lemo- 
nora, Obliterate, Puttenden, Warden of the 
Marches, Salmon-Trout, Sansovino, and many 
other high-class horses. 


WAS A WINNER. 

The recent meeting at the New Orleans Fair 
Grounds, according to announcement made by 
Colonel John FP. Sullivan, chairman of the board 
of directors, netted the Louisiana Jockey Club 
$67,913.39. It had been reported that no money 
had been made. The past three years there has 
been a deficit. 

Woods Garth, returned to the ranks of the 
trainers, is at Bowie. 
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BOWIE. 

HE first five days of the Southern Maryland 

Agricultural Association’s spring meeting of 
11 days, which opened at Prince Georges Park, 
Bowie, ‘:uesday, April 1, were very gratifying to 
General Manager Joe Farrell and his associates, 
as well as to the racing fraternity generally. On 
the third Gay there was rain and a muddy track, 
and the weather was disagreeable and cold, but 
on the other four days the weather was bright 
and spring-like and the track fast, except that 
it was good on the fourth day. On all days the 
crowds were excellent. On the opening day and 
again on Saturday the attendance was so large 
that many considered themselves quite uncom- 
fortable, yet all had great sport, since the racing 
generally ‘vas of a high order. 


On the opening day Bocaratone’s victory in the 
Inaugural Handicap was a big surprise for those 
who had neglected him in the wagering, and the 
Kentucky-bred Sweep All (brother to Nettie 
Sweep and Lucile and half-brother to Bo McMil- 
lan, Rejected and Peter Hastings), bearing W. 
Kelsay in ihe Dixiana colors, after having been 
saddled by Preston M. Burch, his very capable 
trainer, led all the way and won the first race 
of the year in Maryland for 2-year-olds. This 
colt was bred by Messrs. Stone & Rucker at 
Georgetown, Ky. 

Stand By won the Magnolia Purse, the feature 
of the second day. In a close decision, Dinah 
Did Upset took the Attractive Purse, feature of 
the third day, from Pennant Lass, which had 
finished second to Bocaratone in the Inaugural 
Handicap, in which race Dinah Did Upset had 
finished out of the money. The muddy going 
appeared to be quite to her liking. 

Mrs. M. P. Allen’s Vander Pool, juvenile sen- 
sation of the Miami meeting, remained undefeat- 
ed after the running of the Prospect Purse on the 
fourth day, which he easily won from a slow be- 
ginning, and now that Prince d’Amour has gone 
amiss it appears that Siskin, winner of the Agua 
Caliente Futurity, is the son of Campfire’s only 
rival for the Kindergarten Stakes. Their meet- 
ing will be as the meeting of California and Flor- 
ida, and of course there will be a world of inter- 
est in the outcome of the race throughout the 
country. 

Titus, winner of the Florida Derby, was an 
unplaced runncr in the race for the James Rowe 
Memorial Handicap, which had its first decision 
on Saturday and was won by Walter J. Salmon’s 
Battleship. James Rowe, son of the noted trainer 
whose memory is commemorated by the event, 
appeared in the stewards’ stand after the race 
with a handsome cup, his gift to the owner of 
the winner, and presented it to Trainer J. R. 
Pryce, who accepted it upon behalf of Mr. Sal- 
mon. 


SURPRISING VICTORY. 

The eighth running of the Inaugural Handicap, 
which was the stellar attraction for the opening 
day, April 1, at Bowie, called out nine runners, 
produced a keen contest, a stirring finish and a 
surprising result, for when the finishing post was 
reached the number that went into the winner's 
frame was that of Mrs. W. J. Potter’s Bocara-

tone, which hed come up from New Orleans and 
was so lightly regarded that the holders of tick- 
ets received $33.60 to $1. The race, at seven 
furlongs and run in 1:25 4-5, two seconds slower 
than track record, carried a net value of $3,460, 
while there was $1,000 to second, $500 to third 
and $250 to fourth. Bocaratone, saddled by W. 
J. Potter, was ridden by G. Cimrick at 104 
pounds, who held him under restraint the first 
five furlongs, and then sent him after Pennant 
Lass (110), which was not equal to his chal- 
lenge. He won by a length. Star o’ Morn (110), 
third, was a length back of Pennant Lass, while 
Gun Royal (122) was a fast coming fourth. The 
others were Paul Bunyan (124), Rapid Transit 
(126), Searcher (115), Dinah Did Upset (117) 
and War Instigator (117) finishing as named.

Vinaigrette also produced 
the winners (in England) Laracor, Bachelor’s 
Tonic and Saucy Girl, the last named two being 
also producers. Cellaret won and also produced 


the winners Moscato, Marcelle and *Lady Marco. 
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BATTLESHIP’S FIRST STAKES. 

Making the ninth start of his career in the 
first running of the James Rowe Memorial Han- 
dicap (seven furlongs, for 3-year-olds) at Bowie, 
April 5, Walter J. Salmon’s Battleship, saddled 
by J. R. Pryce and ridden by L. Schaefer at 114 
pounds, scored his first stakes victory, netting 
his owner $3,380 and bringing him a fine trophy, 
the gift of James Rowe, son of the noted trainer 
in whose memory the event is established. Bat- 
tleship and Guide Right made the early running, 
but the latter was raced into submission and then 
the winner held Mr. Desmond safe through the 
final furlong and at the finish to win by a half 
length. Frimper was third, Enid fourth and the 
others were, as named: Colossal, Titus, Guide 
Right and Prometheus. The time of the race 
was 1:27, three and one-fifth seconds slower than 
the track record. There was $1,000 to second, 
$500 to tkird, and $250 to fourth, out of the 
stakes, and the winner paid $3.15 to $1.

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MY PLAY DROPS DEAD AT

MY PLAY 


LTOGETHER unexpectedly, My Play, bay 

stallion, foaled 1919, (own brother to Man 
o’ War, Playfellow, etc.), by Fair Play, out of 
Mahubah, by *Rock Sand, died last Sunday morn- 
ing, April 6, at C. B. Shaffer’s Coldstream Stud, 
near Lexington. Dr. John Baird, manager of the 
establishment, said that My Play had eaten all 
of his feed as usual; had served a visiting mare 
and had been put back into his stall, apparently 
in full health and vigor. His groom went about 
other duties and a short while later returned to 
the stall to find the horse dead. 

Dr. C. Harold Holmes, from the office of Hag- 
yard & Hagyard, veterinarians, performed a post 
mortem and found that death was due to en- 
largement of the heart. Every other organ he 
found to be perfect. The heart weighed 13 
pounds, whereas the normal heart of a horse 
weighs from seven to eight pounds. 

Dr. Baird said that from the appearance of 
the horse and the stall he is convinced that 
death was instantaneous. There was no disurb- 
ance of the bedding. There had been no pawing, 
and there had been no sweating. The hair of the 
horse was dry and in place. 

Mr. Shaffer owned My Play in partnership with 
E. F. Simms, master of Xalapa Farm. Mr. 
Shaffer had $25,000 insurance with the Car & 
Genera! Insurance Corporation of London on his 
interest, but Mr. Simms had no coverage on his 
half. Mr. Shaffer was at Coldstream Stud, hav- 
ing arrived the night before from New York. 

Dr. Baird now is making arrangements to send 
the mares which had been booked to My Play to 
other stallions. 

My Play won The Jockey Club Gold Cup (2 
miles), Aqueduct Handicap, Uncas Handicap, 
Waterfieet Handicap and five other races; was 
second in the Saratoga Cup (1% miles), Latonia 
Cup (214 miles), Merchants’ and Citizens’, Gey- 


ser, Bayview and Pacific Handicaps. His first 
get raced as 2-year-olds in 1928. His winners 
include Thistle Fyrn (winner of 9 races last 
year, including the Ohio State Derby), Listo, 
Play Time, Eager Piay, Cash Play, Irene T., Vit- 
toria, Play Flower, My Glen, Jeanne Wachs, 
Monnie, Your Play, My Bell, Plucky Play, Lucy 
Young, Dr. Billy, My Lara, Call Play, Peaceful

Miller that the book for Infinite at Greenwich 
Stud is full for this year, and so is the book for 
Mrs. Harriman’s good horse Chance Play, stand- 
ing at Greenwich Stud, also full for this season. 
Lenox Stud took eight of the 35 seasons to 
Chance Play, and the others are taken by the 
following: Greenwich Stud, five; Nevada Stock 
Farm, three; Greentree Stud, Joseph E. Widener, 
Himyar Stud, J. O. Keene, Leslie Combs, C. C. & 
G. Y. Hieatt, two each; Morton L. Schwartz, 
George Willing, Log Cabin Stud, Raymond Bel- 
mont, John D. Hertz, Estate of Eugene Byfield, 
and Mrs. R. Penn Smith, one each. Relative to 
Chance Play’s foals of this year, his first, Mr. 
Pons said there are seven, all colts, and all of 
good size, good bone and exceptionally good 


looking. The standout fellow in the number is 
the chestnut son of Banshee, the property of 
Gifford Cochran and at his Shandon Stud. There 
are other foals to come by this brilliant son of 
Fair Play. 
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MR. MARKS’ PLANS. 


It was published in a Lexington newspaper 
April 7 that Leo J. Marks “had leased his farm 
here in the Blue Grass to Arthur W. Shutts, 
manager of Greentree Farm, which is nearby.” 
Mr. Marks is the owner of Le Mar Stock Farm, 
on the Paris Pike, and there he keeps the im- 
ported stallion San-utar and a band of weil 
selected Thoroughbred mares, and a number of 
yearlings and foals.

at the Lexington and Louisville tracks in 
preparation for the spring race meetings at those 
points. The Kentucky Association meeting will 
open Wednesday, April 17, to continue until May 
3. There will be a week’s intermission and 
Churchill Downs will open May 10 to continue 
until May 31. There is not a stall to be had for 
the Lexington meeting, and every stall that is 
not now occupied at Churchill Downs and Doug- 
las Park has been engaged for the forthcoming 
Louisville meeting. 

The condition book for the Lexington meeting 
came from the press the past week and is in the 
hands of horsemen, who have given it their ap- 
proval. Many of the regulars are beginning to 
put in their appearance and the track each morn- 
ing is alive with visitors. Thus far of the Ken- 
tucky Derby eligibles in training at the Lexing- 
ton track Alcibiades, Dedicate, Tannery and 
Uncle Matt appear to be the four in highest favor 
with the work-watchers. Desert Light and High 
Foot are the two keenest eligibles at Louisville, 
it seems. Desert Light, which trained at Doug- 
las Park, is to be shipped with others in Alex 
Gordon's string to Jamaica April 13. Word 
comes from the East that Gallant Fox and Fly- 
ing Heels are both training well. Baltimore 
rumors are to the effect that Ned O. has been 
showing some soreness, and there are some 
favorable reports from the same section about 
Fortunate Youth, which Carroll Reid is training 
at S. W. Labrot’s Holly Beach Farm at Annapolis.

The impression is general that much of the 
credit for the little gelding’s win in last year’s 
Derby accrues to the splendid condition in which 
Mr. Van Dusen sent him to the post. Of course 
a trainer must have the material with which to 
mold a Derby winner, and Clyde responded to the 
training, so he evidently is some kind of a good 
racer for ‘‘a’ that and a’ that.” 

This preparing a horse for the Derby is a 
trying ordeal for both the horse and the trainer. 
It calls for every reserve of skill and patience 
on the part of the trainer, and searches the fibre 
of the horse to the breaking point. One trainer, 
who has a candidate for the event this year, re- 
marked to the writer that just so long as his 
colt kept “licking that pan” he wasn’t going to 
worry. Translated into plain English, he meant 
that his colt was going along nicely at present 
and that he felt no cause for worry so long as 
the horse continued to clean up all the feed 
allotted to him. Horses, like humans, lose appe- 
tite if something is wrong. Overwork is the 
usual cause for this. Feet and legs are also very 
closely watched for any sign of trouble. 'Tis no 
“bed of roses” training a Derby horse. Just 
pause for a moment and try to imagine what a 
trainer must feel while saddling his charge for 
the race after months of nerve-trying patience, 
care and perseverance and often many sleepless 
nights watching for any indication that all is not 
well with his charge. It’s no job for a weakling, 
and all who get their hopes to the post in the 
best possible form deserve a “great big hand” 
whether the animal wins or finishes among the 
also rans. 


Earl Pool has said at Cincinnati that he has 
so far recovered from the fracture of his right 
knee that he expects to be able to begin exer- 
cising horses within 90 days. 
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GLEANINGS FROM FRANCE 


ROM “Faraway’s” notes, written from Paris, 

France, to Horse and Hound (London) it is 
gleaned that W. B. Purefoy, who recently died in 
England, after having been long and prominently 
identified with racing in that country, particu- 
larly in the days when he was master at Druid’s 
Lodge, held to the belief, as a cardinal point, that 
if a mare failed to bring a good one after three 
foals she should be weeded out. ‘‘Faraway” says 
Mr. Purefoy told him that he had taken a caseful 
of Stud Books and Racing Calendars on a long 
voyage and worked the theory out ad nauseum 
till he was absolutely convinced that it was the 
first rule for a breeder. It can be added that he 
bred many good horses. 

Beauregard, 3-year-old son of Sardanapale, for 
which Joseph E. Widener gave 500,000 francs at 
Deauville yearling sales in 1928, won on the flat 
at Nice, March 11, in such manner for Jerry 
Welsh, trainer of the Widener establishment, that 
it is predicted he will win many good races this 
year. 

At the opening of the flat racing season in 
the Paris district at Maisons-Laffitte, Everett 
Haynes, American jockey (Epinard’s former 
rider), who is back in France after several suc- 
cessful seasons in Germany, rode Vieille Cure 
(daughter of Diophon), to victory for Paul Wert- 
heimer. 

The chief event of the season’s opening at 
Maisons-Laffitte, the First Optional Handicap, 
for 3-year-olds, was won by Paris New York, bay 
colt by the French Derby winner *Pot au Feu 
(now standing at Coldstream Stud, near Lexing- 
ton), out of Mademoiselle de Coulonges. 

Mortimer Schiff, one of the American owners 
in France, who has not had:the best of luck, 
though his outlay has been heavy, had pleasure 
in seeing his Pavot Purpre get home in front in 
the Prix Jacques Papin, the principal event of 
the first day of the season at St. Cloud. The win- 
ner is a 4-year-old chestnut colt by Monarch, out 
of Glorie de Lorraine. 

Jerry Welsh saddled two winners for Joseph E. 
Widener on the closing day at Nice, they being 
Winnipeg, by Rabelais, out of Whydah, by White 
Eagle, and Sabre au Clair, a 3-year-old son of 
Sardanapale, out of On les Aura, by Beppo, she 
a grandaughter of Chelandry. 

Citron, winner of the Prix d’Auteuil, a steeple- 
chase worth 100,000 francs, the principal event 
of March 16 at Auteuil, is by Bavard II, a French 
government stallion, son of Ethelbert, which stal- 
lion was bred in American by the late August 
Belmont. Citron’s dam, Coppelia, is a daughter 
of Rabelais, she going to Cadichette, by the fa- 
mous Dollar ‘whose blood is so much sought 
after by French breeders,” says ‘Faraway.”’ 
Here it can well be noted that *Pot au Feu has 
two crosses of Dollar. 

Joseph E. Widener has second call on J. Mar- 
shall, the English jockey sent to France by Lord 
Derby to ride first call to Garver’s stable. 

The French Chamber of Deputies has passed a 
bill allowing the pari-mutuel system of betting 
to be operated away from the race courses, and 
if it is confirmed by the Senate, the pari-mutuel 
will be working in Paris and other large cities 
of the country. 


TANFORAN’S GOOD OPENING. 


The Pacific Coast Breeders’ Association opened 
its race meeting of 13 days at Tanforan track, 


San Bruno, California, last Saturday, April 5, 
with a large attendance and good sport. Bet- 
ting was under the recently court-tested and ap- 
proved opiion system. For instance, there were 
10 horses in the first race. Persons who wanted 
to back any of those horses bought options in 
units of $5. At the conclusion of the race which 
was won by Baby Blue, with Miss Lester second, 
C. H. Howard, owner of Baby Blue, announced 
that he would pay $10 for options on Baby Blue, 
and the Leslie Stable declared to pay $7 for op- 
tions on Miss Lester. There are, of course, 
agents to look after the buying and selling of 
options.

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SIRES OF WINNERS 1930 


URING the first quarter of this year (1930) 

there were run over the Agua Caliente, 
New Orleans Fair Grounds, Jefferson Park, 
Havana, Miami and St. Johns Park tracks 2,046 
races, for which there was distributed in net first 
monies the sum total of $593,590. Those races 
were won by 1,253 horses, the get of 371 
stallions. 


Four of the sires are represented by 17 win- 
ners, they being *Donnacona, standing at Col. 
Phil T. Chinn’s Himyar Stud, near Lexington; 
*Hand Grenade, standing at Baron Long’s estab- 
lishment in California; *North Star III, standing 
at Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm, 
near Lexington, and Seth (dead) which stood at 
B. A. Jones’ farm at rarnell, Mo. The get of 
*Hand Grenade and of Seth have won 39 races, 
each group, while *Donnacona’s have won 31. 
Next in order in that respect is *Wrack, standing 
at A. B. Hancock’s Ellerslie Stud, near Char- 
lottesville, Va., he having 14 winners of 30 races. 

The leading sire in the matter of money won 
is the dead Whisk Broom II, which stood at H. 
P. Whitney’s farm near Lexington. He is repre- 
sented by four winners of five races and $101,500, 
the bulk of which, of course, was amassed by the 
orphaned Victorian through his brilliant victory 
in the Agua Caliente Handicap. *Donnacona is 
second with $34,675; Seth third with $25,650, 
*Hand Grenade fourth with $24,700, and *Wrack 
is fifth with $21,895. None of the others have 
representation for as much as $20,000. The list 
of the winning sires is as follows, first monies 
only being taken into account:

HERE were 163 races for 2-year-olds at the 
winter tracks (Agua Caliente, New Orleans 
Fair Grounds, Jefferson Park, Havana, Miami 
and St. Johns Park) during the first three 
months of this year, and they were won by 113 
youngsters, the get of 83 sires.
